British Cruiser, 
As “Refuge Place,” 
Goes to Nicaragua 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—Great Brit­ 
ain has decided to send a cruiser 
to Nicaragua as "a place of refuge” 
for British subjects, since the gov­ 
ernment has been informed that the 
United States can no longer give a 
guarantee for the safety of British 
lives. 
The foreign office today issued 
the following statement: 
"The British charge at Managua* 
has informed the British govern­ 
ment that the United States can no 
longer gi-a 
guarantees 
for the 
safety of British lives in the event 
of further street fighting. The Brit­ 
ish government has decided to send 
a cruiser to Nicaragua as a place 
of refuge for British subjects.”

The Moros, though comparatively few in number, occupy 
about one-third of the area of the islands, and perhaps the most 
productive and valuable pail:. 
If the islands were relinquished as a whole, says Thompson, 
there would be immediate war between Filipinos and Moros, re­ 
sulting probably in the extermination of the Moros. 
That suggests a rather simple way to solve the political prob­ 
lem there.

The United States has promised to give the islanders their 
independence when they are ready for it. Those islands, with 
their 12,000,000 inhabitants, were takeipover as a duty by an ac­ 
cident war. It would be contrary to the principles on which the 
United States was established to govern any foreign race con­ 
trary to its will. 
“Consent of the governed’’ is the foundation- 
stone of our system. 
There is general agreement, therefore, in this country, 
that the Filipinos should have their independence within a rea­ 
sonable time, if their political development continues and they 
still want their freedom. That could be managed, no doubt, in a 
way that would preserve reciprocal trade privileges between the 
two countries and establish a sort of American protectorate over 
the county. As for the Moros, they and their country might be 
made a permanent American possession, with territorial govern­ 
ment, if they still prefer that. 


America At Shanghai 
The fears felt in S hanghaied felt ii* America rind Europe 
for friends there, may be exaggerated. I termly be rially a good 
thing all around that Gen. Suns defense of Shanghai has col­ 
lapsed and the victorious Cantonese are pressing forward to an 
almost certain occupation. 
If there is no defense of Shanghai, there will be no battle. 
In that ease there may not be, either, any burning or looting. 
Evidently the fate of that great seaport, center of western in­ 
terests and refuge cl so many thousand whites, depends mainly on 
how the white powers conduct themselves. They have a great 
—fleet of warships in the harbor, and thousands of soldiers and 
marines, ours among them. If they insist on defending the city 
against the advancing armies, there will be a bloody battle whose 
issue no one can foresee. 
The powers presumably could win in Hie first encounter, and 
stand off Gen. Chiang’s army for a time, but what of the long 
mn? If the Cantonese leader can master China, he can also mas­ 
ter Chinese seaports. Any temporary military victory against 
him can hardly be worth the cost, in immediate loss of life and 
property and in the lasting resentment and hatred such a conflict 
would produce. 
In the supremacy of the Cantonese government represented 
by Gen. Chiang and his forces, as most Americans believe, lies the 
hope of modernizing China and fitting that vast country for con­ 
genial and profitable relations with America and Europe. The 
powers will be wise if they acquiesce in what looks like the in­ 
evitable, and make the best of the situation. 
* This applies particularly to Great Britain, which has most at 
stake just now, and which has been guided lately by unwise coun­ 
sels of coercion. 
The chief responsibility is up to the United States, which is in 
technical command of the fleet at Shanghai, and is also in 
strategic position to control the diplomacy of the western powers. 
It might dominate the situation by putting into practice American 
ideals of friendship and justice toward China.

That suggests a rather simple way to solve the political prob­ 
lem there. 
The United Slates has promised to gl\*} the islanders their 
independence when they are ready for it. 
Those islands, with 
their 12,000,000 inhabitants, were takeiyover as a duty by an ac­ 
cident war. It would be contrary to the principles on which the 
United States was established to govern any foreign race con­ 
trary to its will. 
“Consent of the governed’’ is the foundation- 
stone of our system. 
There is general agreement, therefore, in this country, 
that the Filipinos should have their independence within a rea­ 
sonable time, if their political development continues and they 
still want their freedom. That could be managed, no doubt, in a 
way that would preserve reciprocal trade privileges between the 
two countries and establish a sort of American protectorate over 
the county. 
As for the Moros, they and their country might be 
made a permanent American possession, with territorial govern­ 
ment, if they still prefer that.

The powers presumably could win in Hie first encounter, and 
stand off Gen. Chiang’s army for a time, but what of the long 
lam? If the Cantonese leader can master China, he can also mas­ 
ter Chinese seaports. 
Any temporary military victory against 
him can hardly be worth the cost, in immediate loss of life and 
property and in the lasting resentment and hatred such a conflict 
would produce. 
In the supremacy of the Cantonese government represented 
by Gen. Chiang and his forces, as most Americans believe, lies the 
hope of modernizing China and fitting that vast country for con­ 
genial and profitable relations with America and Europe. 
The 
powers will be wise if they acquiesce in what looks like the in­ 
evitable, and make the best of the situation. 
• This applies particularly to Great Britain, which has most at 
stake just now, and which has been guided lately by unwise coun- 
stls of coercion. 
The chief responsibility is up to the United States, which is in 
technical command of the fleet at Shanghai, and is also in 
strategic position to control the diplomacy of the western powers.

The increase, as Secretary of War Davis observes, “will 
prove of importance in improving the morale of the army.” 
As

about food and develop grievances.

One of tho oldest deeds tiled for 
record in several years is that just re­ 
ceived by Recorder Paul Smith from 
Attorney Elmer E. Black, of Saline­ 
ville, involving a tract of land locat­ 
ed In section 17, Washington town­ 
ship, range three, and lying just east 
of Salineville.

It was discovered that Sheriff Jeni­ 
son bad not issued his deed for tho 
property, and the court issued an or­ 
der at that term to the then Sheriff 
John Morrison, who served from 1850 
to 1853, to make a deed, and this was 
executed under (ate of Oct. 8, 1851, 
the witnesses to the deed being Wil­ 
liam D. Ewing, a notary public and 
A. G. McCasky. 
Ti J old deed was written with pen 
and ink, and the text occupied four 
full pages. A red star-shaped sticker 
was placed on the last page of the in­ 
strum ent upon which the imprint of 
the seal of the notary was impressed. 
The deed was returned to Mr. Black 
Ut Recorder Smith today.

Carmi Thompson, who visited and .studied the Philippines 
for President Coolidge, represents the Filipinos as not exactly hos­ 
tile to the* United S tites, but eager for independence, and the 
Monos as actively friendly to this country and eager to have 
American rule permanently. 
The Moro*, though comparatively few in Bomber, occupy 
about one-third of the area of the islands, and perhaps the most 
productive and valuable part. 
If the islands were relinquished as a whole, says Thompson, 
there would be immediate war between Filipinos and Mores, re­ 
sulting probably in the extermination of the Monos. 
That suggests a rather simple way to solve the political prob­ 
lem there. 
The United States has promised to give the islanders their 
independence when they are ready for it. 
Those islands, with 
their 12,000,000 inhabitants were taken over as a duty by an ac­ 
cident war. 
It would be contrary to the principles on which the 
United States was established to govern any foreign race con­ 
trary to its will. 
“Consent of the governed’’ is the foundation- 
stone of our system. 
There is general agreement, therefore, in this country, 
that the Filipinos should have their independence within a rea­ 
sonable time, if their political development continues and they 
still want their freedom. That could be managed, no doubt, in a 
way that would preserve reciprocal trade privileges between the 
two countries and establish a sort of American protectorate over 
the county. 
As for the Moi os, they and their country might be 
made a permanent American possession, with territorial govern­ 
ment. if they still prefer that.

The fears felt in Shanghai,^md felt ip America ^ind Europe 
for friends there, may be exaggerated. 1^ m a y be really a good 
thing all around that Gen. Suns tfefense of Shanghai has col­ 
lapsed and the victorious Cantonese are pressing forward to an 
almost certain occupation. 
lf there is no defense oi Shanghai, there will be no battle. 
Jn th at case there may not be, either, any burning or looting. 
Evidently the fate of th at great seaport, center of western in­ 
terests and refuge of so many thousand whites, depends mainly on 
how the white powers conduct themselves. 
They have a great 
fleet of wai*ships in the harbor, and thousands of soldiers and tim world through a lorgnette 
marines, ours among them. 
If they insist on defending the city 
against the advancing armies, there will be a bloody battle whose 
issue no one can foresee. 
The powers presumably could win In the first encounter, and 
stand off Gen. Chiang’s arm y for a time, but what of the long 
run? If the Cantonese leader can m aster China, he can also mas­ 
ter Chinese seaports. 
Any temporary m ilitary victory against 
him can hardly be worth the cost, in immediate loss of life and 
property and in the lasting resentment and hatred such a conflict 
would produce. 
In the supremacy of the Cantonese government represented 
by Gen. Chiang and his forces, as most Americans believe, lies the 
hope of modernizing China and fitting th at vast country for con­ 
genial and profitable relations with America and Europe. 
The 
powers will be wise if they acquiesce in what looks like the in­ 
evitable, and make the best of the situation. 
* This applies particularly to Great Britain, which has most at 
stake just now, and which has been guided lately by unwise coun­ 
sels of coercion. 
The chief responsibility is up to the United States, which is in 
technical command of the fleet at Shanghai, and is also in 
strategic position to control the diplomacy of the western powers. 
It might dominate the situation by putting into practice American 
ideals of friendship and justice toward China.

By an execu­ 
tive order, there will be a larger ration hereafter, with more meat, 
jK-tatoes and butter regularly, and more extras for holidays. 
This will raise the daily cost of the army ration per man from 
36 cents to 50 cents, and add .$6,000,000 to the annual feed bill.
